Pliny H. Barncs, a wounded, oripplod
and almost blinded veteran, Is the hero or
vietim of the story, and hia letters as well
ns thoso of rome oflloers of the fort are
written with a viow of securing such ae.
tion ns is necessary to reliove tho wman of o
charge of desertion which las huug over
him for nearly twenty years, and for
which he iz pow suffering in the gnavd-
bouse,

Barned sérved through the entire war
with sowe distinotion aud received somo
sorions wonnds,  Enlisting whon a boy. In
1861, after servico of threa yoars ho was
granted o forlough, st the closelof which Lo
wou detalpoed beyoud his time, sud fuariog
to go baek ho deserted, but immedintely
went to Byracuse and onlisted in the One
Hundredth New York Voluuteors,

Barnes served with this reglment wntil
be was shot through the cheek nud shoulder
in one of the last engagements in 1505, nud
was sent to @ hospital and afterward re.
celved nn honorble dischargs.

Tho desertlon from the Third United
Btates Artillery, of course, was recorded
uguinat him for 1864, and after twounby
years be decided to relleve his record, If
runihlv. aud with this view surrendered

mEell to tho aulhorities at Fort Wayne
and, to his surprise, was doformed that he
wonld bave o b (mprisoned, like any
otlior deserter, uptil relieyed from the
chnrgo of desertion. Barncs was juoarcer
ated sind s still In the guard-houso, while
the War Department is consldering whethor
the 1ecord of desertion can be cancolod, in
view of the faet that Haroes iuunmlinwir
re-enlisted und served through the war and
Lins vow surrendered himsoll
